Despite the fact tnat highwedys 
leading into Atlanta were wundcr 
close surveillance Thursday after- 
noen and night in order to head ctf 
the bandits who at 8 @clock Thurs- 
day morning held up the cashier of 
the Farmers and Merchants’ bank 
of Duluth, shut the cashier in the 
vault and made a successful d@1sh 
for liberty with $1,300 in stolen 
money, officials of the law who took 
part in the chase early last night 
expressed the belief that the ban- 
dits have reached Atlanta and “re 
now in hiding. 

As a result of this practically 
unanimous opinion, Detective Ser- 
geant Bob Waggoner and his squad 
of detectives has been placed in 
charge of the situation here, and 
all last night were operating ex- 
tensively about the city on the trail 
of the escaped bandits. Chief of 
Police M. C. Burdette, of Norcross, 
who- sighted the speeding car and 
fired three shots into it, was in At- 
lanta and rendered all aid possi- 
ble in the search, which, it is stat- 
ed, will be a lengthy and a thor- 
ough one. 

Chief of Police E. N. Brooks, of 
Duluth, who was with the pursuing 
posse until the bandits were chased 
into the neighborhood of the city, 
stated late Thursday night that he 
considers practically the only hope 
of capturing the robbers to be the 
chance that one of them may have 
been wounded in the shooting that 
occurred at several points along 
the line of the mad rush to Atlanta. 

When last seen the bandit car was 
speeding toward Atlanta near Stone 
Mountain. Despite the fact that 
police and soldiers from Camp Gor- 
don were watching roads into the 
city, no other glimpse was caurht 
of the car, and the searchers were 
unable to gain any further clue as 
to its whereabouts. 

If the bandit party has reached 
Atlanta, police officials point out, 
they will have a considerably better 
chance to escape entirely.than on 
the open country highways where 
their speeding car attracted instant 
attention. Other than the fact that. 
all trace had apparently. been lost 
of the car early last night, however, 
officials had no definite information 
that the robbers were in the city.

today. The twin tempests of eco- 
nomic ufirest and political discord 
which have been sweeping Wash- 
ington in great fury for more, than 
a week past have centered at last 
about his ~— head. The president 
faces not a single crisis, but a 
succession of crises, each one heavy 
laden with the possibilities of seri- 
ous trouble. 
Domestic Storm Breaks. 

Mr. Wilson undertook to ignore do- 
mestic problems after the signing of 
the armistice, and for the next eight 
months gave all of his thought and 
all of his time the finding what 
he considered a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the badly scrambled affairs 
of Europe. Returning to America 
a month ago the president admit- 
ted he had been completely out 
of touch with home questions, and 
indicated both by word and by a 
proposed transcontinental speaking 
tour, that he would.continue to de- 
vote himself for some time tocome 
to the sole aim of bringing about 
in the senate a fruition of his work 
in the secret council chambers of 
Paris. 

But now the storm of domestic 
problems has broken over the white 
house with a dangerous display of 
lightning and an alarming crash of 
thunder, while the International sit- 
vation has shown no indication 
whatever of a hope of clearing 
weather. 

First of all the president finds 
the entire people of the United 
States clamoring at the white house 
gates in demand that something be 
done at once to stay the ruthless 
hand of the food profiteer and to 
bring down the high cost of living. 
He will lay his plans before con- 
gress tomorrow and must ask for 
new legislation. To do otherwise 
would be to admit that means have 
existed for coping with the cost of 
living and have not been employed 
by his administration. 

Pat Squarely Back to Wilson. 


Secondly, the president found to- 
day that congress had _ turned 
squarely back upon him and his 
railroad administration responsibil- 
ity for meeting the immediate de- 
mands of the railway unions for 
increased wages and averting a 
threatened nation-wide strike. The 


president was told he had the pow- 


er to raise rates if necessary to 
meet the advance in wages, and it 
was for him and his immediate ad- 
visers to determine the right course 
to pursue.

Paul Wesley Webb Dies 
on Way to Base Hos- 
pital at Camp ‘Gordon, 
Where He Was Rushed 
After Accident — Miss 
Grace Eubanks Injured. 


When his automobile crashed into 
an embankment late last night Paul 
Wesley Webb, of 162 Crescent ave- 
nue, was so badly injured that his 
death came early this morning while 
being carried to the base hospital at 
Camp Gordon. 

Herbert Donaldson, of 910 Peach- 
tree street, the son of Captain Tom 
Donaldson, who was in the car at the 
time of the accident, escaped with 
slight injuries. Miss Grace Eubanks, 
of 250 Woodward avenue, was hurt 
and the only other occupant of the 
car, Miss Martha Whatley, of 82 
West Peachtree Place, was bruised. 

Autoists passing the scene of the 
accident shortly after it happenéd 
saw that. the condition of young 
Webb was critical and rushed him 
to the base hospital at Gordon, while 
another machine took the two young 
women to an Atlanta hospital. When 
the base hospital was reached Webb 
had already breathed his last. 

According to the story told by 
Herbert Donaldson the auto was 
traveling at a moderate rate of 
speed out Piedmont road towards 
Peachtree street, and had réached 
along incline. Half-way down the 
hill the car struck a hole in the 
road, skidded, crashed into a tall 
bank and then fell back, turning 
over. 

Webb, who was 21 years old, had 
only recently been discharged from 
the army. He had served in the 
old Fifth regiment prior to the war. 
His head was badly smashed and his 
body bruised.

Hines Notifies Unions. 

Director General Hines notified the 

unions immediately that the railroad 


administration was reaty to take 
up the questions “as soon as the 
employes return to work.” in @ 
letter to B. M Jewell, acting presi- 
dem of the railroad employes’ 4:- 
partment of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, Mr. Hines said: 

“T enclose a letter which I have 
just received from the president rel- 
ative to the wage matter. It is ob- 
vious that it is of the highest im- 
portance not only in the interest 
vf the public but in the interest of 
the employes themselves that they 
shall immediately return to work. 
The situation has been clarified by 
the definite indication that conyrcss 
does nct wish to take action in the 
premises, the railroad administra- 
tion stands ready to take up the 
wage question on its merits with 
the duly accredited international! of- 
ficers and their authorized co*nmit- 
tee as soon as the employes return 
to work. 

The effect of the president’s de- 
cision, it was believed, will be to 
put a certain end to sporadic strikes 
throughout the country, denounced 
as ilfegal by union officials, but in- 
volving perhaps 80,000 men and to 
some extent normal traffic. It was 
taken for granted also that the men- 
ace of a general strike to compel 
higher wages to meet increased liv- 
ing costs likewise was rémoved by 
the president's action, 

If Director Hines orders an in- 
crease in wages, since the railroad 
administration now is operating at 
a loss, either an advance in rats or 
a congressicnal appropriation wiil 
be necessary to provide the money. 
The 14 principal railroad tions in 
a joint communication to the direc- 
tor general have suggested the 
latter. 

450,000 Men to Ballot. 

Preceding the making public of 
the president's letter hy ouly a few 
hours was an announcement py J. 
J. Forrester, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Clerks, Freight, Express 
and Steamship Emp'oyees, that the 
150,000 men of the union would be- 
gin balloting tomorrow as to wheth- 
er they should strike immediately 
vr await further governmental ac- 
tion. 

Wage demands were submitted by 
the 500,0C0 shopmen last February. 
but other pressing matters before 
the board of wages and working 
conditions, affecting employees who 
had not previously received consid- 
eration, delayed a decision until 
July 16, and then the board divided, 
three holding that the increases 
should not be granted and three 
holding that additional pay was jus- 
tified. The amount asked was 2! 
per cent, Conferences between the 
shopmen’s officers and the director 
general were arranged, but even be- 
fore they: could be held, men began 
to go on strike, which led the presi- 
dent to devote a. considerable. por- 
tion of his letter to condemning 
their action. 

Other unions also put in demands 
for more pay, with the exception of 
the engineers, who said they pre- 
ferred a reduction in the cost of 
living. 

In the face of a growing deficit, 
Mr. Hines had no funds to pay more 
wages. The senate had passed the 
bill restoring the right of the inter+ 
state commerce commission to re- 
view rates initiated by the director 
general,-and as it was receiving 
favorable consideration in the housé, 
hé suggested to the president that 
congress should create a commis- 
sion to order any wage and rate 
increases, The suggestion was 
transmitted to the two interstate 
commerce committees which, it was 
thought, transferred the wage prob- 
lem to the floor of congress until 
Senator Cummins’ reply today gave 
it back to the chief executive. 

There was no indication tonight 
as to how Mr. Hines would proceed 
to the settlement of the wage de- 
‘mands. In view of the wage board's 
previous consideration of the ques- 
tion, it was believed that a new tri- 
bunal would be constituted for the 
Purpose, with equal representation 
for labor, the railroads and the 
public.

INCREASES TOLD

and said that in looking around for 
a place in this city he found that 
poorly furnished and dirty apart- 
ments in Atlanta rented for $25 to 
$50 monthly, compared with $15 in 
the Pacific coast state. 

Mrs. J. W. Murphy, of 344 Lee 
street, was called before the com- 
mittee and she said that her rent 
had jumped from $16.32, including 
the water bill, in June, 1918, to 
$30.72 in June, 1919. Mrs. Murphy 
stated that practically no improve- 
ments had been made on the prem- 
ises since she took possession and 
that she felt the increase was un- 
warranted. Other houses in the 
Mrs. Murphy § said, 


owned by the same parties, had 
undergone similar raises in rent, 
and she declared that dissatisfac- 
tion in that section was becoming 
general over the question of in- 
creased rentals. 

Tell of Rent Jumps. 


Similar testimony was given by 
. A. Wilson, Imman yards; 8. O. 
Barnes, Fifth ward; O. L. Woolf, 216 
South Ashby, West End; W. L. Del- 
lay and others. Mr. Wilson stated 


that his rent had jumped from $12 
to $15 since February, 1919, when 
he returned from “overseas” service, 
Mr. Barnes testified that his rent 
had been increased 20 per cent in 
the last few months. Mr. Woolf 
said that he was forced to pay $56 
in 1919 for a house that rented for 
$25 when he moved in five years 
ago. Mr. Dellay produced a letter 
showing that his rent had been in- 
creased 100 per cent during 1919. 

Pastor of the Baptist Tabcrnacle, 

Rev. John W. Ham was called be- 
fore the committee, and in his state- 
ment said, “Organized capital has 
been able to protect itself and to 
declare dividends on a greater scaleé 
than ever before in the history of 
the world. This is indicated by 
bank deposits and bank dividends. 

“Organized labor.” he continued, 
“has secured advances in income on 
a greater scale than ever before. 
There is a class of people who con- 
stitute a vast proportion of our in- 
dustrial world who are not organ- 
ized and have no means of protect- 
ing themselves against greed and 
profiteering. 

“It is this class,” he said, “the 
salaried men, who have received lit- 
tle or no advance, that are suffering 
most from the high cost of living. 
And something must be done at once 
for this distressing condition.” 


Instances Cited. 


Mr. Ham cited several instances 
where the rents had been raised to 
what he regarded as exorbitant 
figures: A member of the fire de- 
partment who had been paying $35 
per month for his home was raised 
to $50; a family living on Wood- 
ward avenue had their rent raised 
from $12.50 to $25 and told to either 
pay or gét out. In this family there 
are nine children, and the father 
draws monthly wages of $90. 

A. L. Asher, manager of the Dol- 
lar Shirt Shops branch in Atlanta, 
was called for a hearing before the 
committee, and produced a lease for 
a three-room apartment at $65 per 
month. Mr. Asher stated that this 
was the third increase: in rents he 
had paid since 1917. 

The committee went on record a3j 
approving of some method of se- 
curing rent reduction in Atlanta, 
and adjourned until Tuesday, Au- 
gust 12, when the matter will be 
again taken up. 

Councilman Crouch, chairman of 
the committee, asked that the pub- 
lic attend thé meetings and that 
any suggestions leading to a solu- 
tion of the problem would be con- 
sidered. He also requested that the 
renting agencies and property own- 
ers attend and give their side of the 
matter.

Plumb Tells Committee 
Tri-Partite Plan Offers 


Best Solution — Warns 
That the Workers Have 
Reached Limit of En- 
durance. | 


Washington, August 7.—Warning 
that the laboring man has reached 
that point where his activities may 
cease, “because he can not much 
Isnger stand the diminishing return 
for his work” was expressed today 
by Glenn E, Plumb, counsel] for rail- 
way bretherhoods, in urging enact- 
ment by congress of a bill drawn 
by him for public ownership of rail- 
roads. ' 

This gloomy view of conditions 
was given by Mr. Plumb, near the 
close of a five-hour appearance on 
the witness stand, during which he 
charged systematical plundering of 
the transportation highways of the 
country and denied that he had come 
forward with the Plumb plan for 
solving railway evils at this time 
in order to link it up with tha high 
cost of living, on.which the na- 
tion’s attention has turned. 

Mr. Plumb apparently was cogni- 
zant of the rumors sweeping 
through the capitol that he had 
picked an unusually propitious time 
for presenting his bill, which or- 
ganized labor has stated will help 
put down the living cost through 
reduction of freight rates and elim- 
inating of private capital from every 
transportation company in the 
United States. Except for the invi- 
tation from Chairman Esch, of the 
house interstate commerce commit- 
tee, conducting hearings on all plans 
for railroad control, the Plumb plan, 
he said, would not have seen the 
light of day until early fall, 

Old System Not Wanted. 

But it was while speaking through 
the country in its behalf, the wit- 
ness declared, that he found an 
overwhelming sentiment in behalf of 
the change from the old system of 
railroad control. There was no 
doubt, he said, of great industrial 
unrest, due to the mounting cost of 
living. Pressed for an explanation 
of his statement, that he would not 
be surprised to see anything happen, 
the witness said this did not mean 
halting of business activities, great 
destruction of industry or a. cata- 
clysm, but the feeling in the minds 
of millions of workers was that 
something had to be done quickly 
in their behalf. 

“The feeling of unrest,” he de- 
elarea with earnestness, “is accen- 
tuated by this ever rising cost of 
living, and the necessity of finding 
some way to meet it.” 

There was no other reference. ex- 
cept indirectly, to the food cost 
problem during the hearing, Mr. 
™umb devoting practically all of his 
time to explaining his bill, section 
by section, Much light on the at- 
titude of organized labor toward 
pending railway problems was given 
the committee in answers by tne 
witness to a series of questions by 
Chairman Esch. 

People and U, §. Ownership. 

The chairman wanted to know if 
Mr. Plumb could say whether a ma- 
jority of the people stood for gov- 
erriment ownership of the roads. | 

“At this time, I cannot say,” the 
witness replied. “I am assured that 
a great majority of the people of 
the United States are so dissatisfied 
with present conditions, and so turn- 
ed away from past conditions, that 
they are rapidly coming to the sup- 
port of this plan for public owner- 
ship. They will demand it.” . 

Discussing the bill, the witness 
f:aukly said that it contained pro- 
visions quite new and untried, and 
tha. he was prepared to make 
changes. In this connection he said 
it had been called to his attention 
that the provisions taking away 
from the several states the revenue 
now derived from the railroads was 
not right. He was willing, he said, 
to change this so that the states 
would receive ten per cent less a 
year, until the point was reached, 
in ten years, when they would re- 
ceive nothing. 

Mr. Plumb said, in answer to an 
inquiry, that under his plan the rail- 
roads would be liquidated and hold- 
ers of securities would get sixty- 
six and two-thirds per cent of iheir 
value. Six’ billion dollars in fictitious 
values, he said, would be squeezed 
out, which he described as the “elim- 
ination of that which had already 
vanished.” Even then, he contended, 
holders of stock would get exactly 
what they would if their holdings 
were put on the market today. 

Wholesale Leoting Alleged. 

Mr. Plumb said that teading 
directly “from Wall street and from 
the banking houses controlled di- 
rectly by the Morgan and Rocke- 
feller groups,” information which 
has come into the possession of the 
railroad brotherhoods “shows that 
there has proceeded a systematized 
plundering of virtually all of the 
public transportation highways in 
the United States.” 

, Mr. Plumb said the information 
tended to show that the “wrecking

not one railroad system dominating 
auy part of the 254,000 miles of 
railroads in the United States but.

It will reveal that these 
interests are again gathering their 
forces of private and secret control 
and seek, after having gained from 
congress a sanction to rehabilitate 
their properties at public expense, 
to begin again and follow through 
its corrupt and wicked cycle the 
systematized plundering and looting 
of the public and the public inter- 
est in the nation’s highways. 

“In view of the gravity of this 
situation, and in order that we may 
have the benefit of their counsel on

a national conference on railroad 
control. 

Gdnvited to Take Part. 

“On behalf of the public we are in- 
viting to participate in this confer- 
ence as members of the joint national 
committee on railroad control, Frank 
P, Walsh, former joint chairman of 
the national war labor board; Joseph 
W. Folk, of Missouri; Raymond Rob- 
ins, John Lind, of Minnesota; Ed- 
ward F, Dunne, of Chicago; Dr. Ed- 
ward W. Bemis; Felix Adler; Gov- 
ernor Allen, of Kansas; Julia C. La- 
throp; Judge Walter Clark, of North 
Carolina, and Dean Herman Schnei- 
der, of the University of Cincinnati. 
Frank P. Walsh, Judge Walter 
Clark, Edward F. Dunne, Joseph W. 
Folk, and Dr. Edward W. Bemis 
have already accepted and, with oth- 
ers who may yet accept, will meet 
here with the representatives of or- 
ganized labor on Saturday of this 
week, 

“Every response to our invitation 
to participate in this national con- 
ference on democracy in railroad 
control has been accompanied by a 
whole-hearted acceptance of the ba- 
sic principle expressed in President 
Wilson’s message at the convening 
of this congress, wherein he declares 
for the genuine democratization of 
industry, based upon a full recogni- 
tion of the right of those who work, 
in. whatever rank, to participate in 
some way in every decision which 
directly affects their welfare in the 
part they are to play in industry, 
and for a genuine co-operation and 
partnership based upon real commu- 
nity of interest and participation in 
control. 

“In view of this action by the af-

JMESEDWARDADDICKS 
PASSES IN NEW YORK 


New York, August 7.—John Ed- 
ward Addicks, capitalist, gas mag- 
nate and three times candidate for 
United States senator from Dela- 
ware, died here tonight of heart 
disease, 

Wilmington, Del. August 7.—J. 
Edward (Gag) Addicks, who died 


today in New York, started life as 
an errand boy in a Philadelphia 
store, made millions through deals 
in various gas companies, most fa- 
mous of which was the Bay State 
Gas company, and later became 
known throughout the country “as 
the man who bought a state” in his 
efforts to win a seat in the United 
States senate. 

He was born in Philadelphia in 
November, 1841. He first became 
known when he introduced the 
spring wheat flour from the Minne- 
sota district to the eastern farmers. 
Later he turned his attention to the 
then infant industry of producing 
Water gas for illuminating pur- 
poses. He successfully established 
Plants in Boston and Brooklyn, and 
was the prime mover in what was 
known as the Chicago gas trust in 
1882. In 1884 he organized the Bay 
State Gas company and in one opera- 
tion made a fortune. 

Desire to have a seat in the 
United States senate became almost 
an obsession with Addicks. He is 
credited with having spent a large 
fortune in his efforts to be elected 
from Delaware. 

He was defeated for the first time 
in 1889. Owing to the fact that no 
one in the state was permitted to 
vote at that time without exhibiting 
a paid tax receipt, Addicks was able 
to gain control of a large number 
of voters by going through the low- 
er sections of the state without pay- 
ing the taxes for those persons who 
promi to vote for him. 

Addicks carried his fight through- 
out the state for eight years. He 
is credited with having spent up- 
wards of $100,000 in the campaign 
of 1892. Following a crushing de- 
feat in 1907 he left Delaware and 
went to New Yor

house, came up for passage on the 
flapr of the lower house a heated 
fight came up as to the membership 
of the highway commission, but the 
advocates of the three-member plan 
won out and the bill was sent to 
the senate with this provision. 

Reported by Substitute. 

The public roads committee of 
the senate took up the bill and re- 
ported it to the senate to pass by 
substitute, which substitute included 
the three men provision, and it was 
the substitute that the senate had 
up for passage when the lengthy de- 
bate over the Flynt amendment 
arose. 

‘Senator J. J. Flynts’ amendment, 
which was introduced as soon as the 
substitute was taken up, provid-d 
that the state highway department 
shall be managed and controlled by 
the state highway board consisting 
of thirteen members, appointed by 
the governor, one of whom shail be 
the permanent chairman of said 
board, and one member each for the 
twelve road districts of the state, the 
road districts being composed of the 
same counties as the present con- 
gressional districts, 

This at once brought forth much 
debate both pro and con and it was 
only by the close margin of two 
"votes that it was defeated: Senator 
Flynt led the fight for his amend- 
ment while Senator T. H. Parker, 
chairman of the senate public roads 
committee, championed the oppvsi- 
tion.

Banking Amendments. 


Without a dissenting vote the sen- 
ate concurred in the house amend- 
ments to the state banking bill 
Thursday morning and the measure 
now g0es to Governor Dorsey for 
his signature and then becomes a 
law. The bill was introduced by 
‘Senator J. T. Duncan, of the 334. 

The bill creates a state depart- 
ment of banking and the office, of 
State superintendent of banking, 
thus reorganizing the entire bank- 
ing supervision of the state ana 
taking it out of the state treasury.

Ad ord Thursday... 


Under the driving hand of the 
speaker and the rules committee, 
which assumed coinplete charge of 
business yesterday, the house again 
established a record for measures 
enacted at any day this session by 
passing two bills of prime impor- 

nee at the morning session and 
two others, in which there as 
also been widespread interest, at 
the afternoon session. 

The morning work set on tneir 
way to the senate and the governor 
the school law codification bill and 
the automobile tag license bill, the 
gecohd of four companion aighway 
bills, which failed to secure a con- 
stitutional majority earlier in the 
session, but which was réconsider- 
ed. Besides, the house passed 4 
bill which, its friends claim, is es- 
sential to the life of the shrimp 
industry, and another giving the 
railroad commission . authority to 
lease certain property of the state 
in Chattanooga, known as the 
Southern Express building and the 
Eastern Hotel building. 

Public Welfare Board. 

In the afternoon, the house gave 
its .indorsement to a bill creating 
a state superintendent of public 
printing and to the public welfare 
bill, which provides for the ap- 
pointment by the governor of a 
state public welfare commission of 
five who shall have visitorial pow- 
ers with regard to penal institu- 
tions and charitable and eleemosy- 
nary institutions, the latter wheth- 
er they be state or private. 

Three sessions were held during 
the day, morning, afternoon and 
night. 

The night session of the house 
was devoted entirely to the passage 
of appropriation bills. All of the 
bills called were passed, Only one of 
them meeting with serious opposi- 
tion. That was the bill to appro- 
priate $20,000 as a deficiency appro- 
priation for the year 1919 in order 
to enable the state veterinarian to 
continue the work of cattle tick 
eradication. 

The bill was roundly attacked by 
Mr. Knight, of Berrien, who also 


made a sharp personal attack on 
the veterinarian. It was equally as 
zealously defended by Mr. Arnold, 
of Clay, who displayed samples o. 
leather made from a healthy and a 
tick-infested animal, 
ravaging effects of the tick. Dur- 
ing the course of Mr. Arnold’s 
speech, Mr. Knight interrupted sevy- 
eral times by shouting: “You know 
that is not true.” 

Mr. Carswell, of Wilkifison, also 
urged the passage of the bill, de- 
Claring that representatives of 
counties that did not want the 
work continued should not stand in 
the way of those who did. On the 
roll call there were 99 votes for 
the measure, two more than were 
needed for its passage. —

On the school law bill, the con- 
test was between those who would 
have the county school superinten- 
dents selected, by county boards. of 
education, just as. city school su- 
perintendents are now selected by 
municipal boards, and those . who 
stood for -the system. of .popwar 
election entangling the schools in 
politics and limiting counties to 
their own citizens in the selection 
of this official. 

After the action of the house in 
reconsidering the adoption of the 
committee report, Mr. MacIntyre, of 
Thomas, offered an amendment, 
striking certain sections of the bill 
out, and making county boards 
elective by the people and the su- 
perintendents elective by the 
boards. The speaker ruled that 
this amendment would not be in 
order until the house reconsidered 
the amendment adopted Wednesday 
which left the superintendents to 
be elected by the people, as they 
now are. : 

Left as at Present. 


The house declined to do this and 
the status, both of county boards 
and superintendents, was left as it 
is under existing law, that is, the 
boards are to be elected by the 
grand juries and the superinten- 
dents by the people. The final vote 
on the entire bill as amended was 
34 to 0 in its favor. 

The compromise in the case of 
the automobile tag tax bill was 
made by the authors of ‘the Dill 
with those who wished to-.continue 
the distribution of the road funds 
to the counties, the system which 
has been already prenounced a 
failure Wy road experts generally, 
has been abandoned by most states 
which have tried it, and has been 
pronounced unsatisfactory by the 
bureau of highways of the United 
States government. 

Action was deferred upon the 
measure when it was first called 
Thursday. in order that a confer- 
ence might be held by the leaders 
of the two sides in an effort to get 
together. At the conclusion of the 
conference the measure was taken 
up again and Mr. Wohlwender, of 
Muscogee, presented an amendment, 
which also bore the name of Mr. 
Jackson, of Jones, which, he . de- 
clared, represented the results of 
the labors of, the conferees and 
would be accepted by the advocates 
of the bill as it originally stood and 
by those who had stood with Mr. 
Jackson, Mr. Knight and himself in 
urging that the road money be 
distributed among the counties. 


Free to Vote as Please. 


Strenuous opposition was raised 
by Mr. Davis, of Oglethorpe, rep- 
resenting the small body of opposi- 
tion to the bill in any shape, who 
declared that those who stood with 
him had never been consulted in the 
conference and who denied the right 
of a small body of conferees to enter 
into an agreement that would bind 
the: house. Mr. Wohlwender replied 
that it was not sought to bind any- 
body and that members were free 
to vote as they pleased. 

The amendment, he _ declared, 
which had been accepted by the 
sponsors of the bill, represented an 
effort to unite all the friends of the 
gzood roads movement, both of those 
who advocated a state system of 
road development and those who 
felt that the fund should be shared 
by all the counties. 

The Wohlwender-Jackson amend- 
ment provided that the expenses of 
the state highway commission 
should not exceed 15 per cent of 
the funds collected under the new 
tax law, and that the remainder of 
said fund should be _ distributed 
among the several counties, accord- 
ing to their post road mileage until 
VMecember 20, 1920. At that time, 
if the people had voted to issue road 
vonds, the automobile license tax 
would be applied by the state high- 
way commission as a sinking fund 
for such bonds. If bonds were not 
authorized, the distribution to the 
counties should continue as befo.'e. 


Must Get Two-Thirds. 

The object of the bill's friends in 
making this large concession to the 
agg 4 system advocates was to ob- 
tain the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity of the house for the last two 
companion road bills introduced this 
year, which are constitutional 
amendments. It was not necessary 
to obtain the passage of the bill as 
it stood. A previous roll call had 
shown that the advocates of state- 
wide highway improvement com- 
manded a clear majority of the 
house but not two-thirds. 

TLe final vote of 132 to 11 indi- 
cated that the compromise had 
secured the desired two-thirds ma- 
jority and that the constitutional 
amendments would pass. In the 
event of failure to pass the house, 
h. wever, or of failure of these bills 
to secure ratification by the people, 
automobile owners, the vast major- 
ity of whom live in the city and 
wealthier country counties, would be 
placed in the position of having con- 
sented to increase enormously the 
taxes paid by them in the hope of 
securing good roads, only to see 
their money wasted among. the 
counties as before. The only differ- 
ence would be that the money so 
spent has heretofore been in thou- 
sands; now it wéuld reach into mil- 
lions of dollars annually. . 

An amendment by Mr. Lankford 
of Toombs, which provided that the 
new tax scale should go into effect 
on January 1, 1920, was accepted by 
the authors of the bill and unani- 
mously adopted. 

A lengthy substitute for the whole 
bill, greatly reducing all the license 
fees charged, was offered by Mr. 
Bewn, of Clarke. The substitute 
took up about a half hour of the 
house’s time and approximately $4100 
of the people’s money to read and 
received in the end the solitary vote 
of Mr. Brown, the proposer. Mr. 
re igtel also voted against the amend- 


The Shrimp Measure. 


While the conferees were meeting 
on the road bill, the house took up 
the bill of Mr. Mann, of Glynn, which 
sives shrimp fishermen the right to 
fish with trawler seines in the deep 
water sounds along the coast. Mr. 
Mann urged in favor of the measure 
that there had been bulit up in his 
county a shrimp canning industry 
that now meant $850,000 annually to 
the state, more than three times the 
Value of all the other salt water 
fishing combined. If the bill were 
not 4 page it would mean the death 
of this industry. 

He produced a letter from one of 
the experts of the United States bu- 
reau of fisheries to show that the 
fish and oyster industries would not 
be injured by the proposed iaw. He. 
aiso claimed the state gaine com- 
missioner in its favor, although this 
claim was disputed by his opponents. 

Mr. Clarke, of McIntosh, and Mr. ° 
Stubbs, of Laurens, opposed the 
measure on the ground that it would 
be vastly destructive to young fish. 
The bill passed, however, by a vote 
of 102 to 22. ee

Statemen by Hill. 


At the close of the conference yes- 
terday Mr. Hill issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The campaign which the American Cot. 
ton association is about to undertake, aim. 
ing at the enrollment of every cotton grow- 
er in an effort to control acreage and 
stabilize cotton prices, I believe to be of 
more far-reaching importance to the pros- 
perity of the south than any other similar 
economic movement undertaken within the 
last generation. It is a movement that is 
already drawing the attention of the en- 
tire country and if it succeeds, I believe 


be felt around the world. 

Whether the plans which the American 
Cotton association have worked out for the 
advancement of the south succeed or fail. 
depends primarily upon the spirit of co-op.

Protection Provided for 
People Through Contin- 
uance of Georgia Coun- 
cil of Defense—The Bill 
Goes to Assembly. 


Protection may be offered the peo- 
ple of Georgia against profiteering 
in food and fuel through the con- 
tinuance of the Georgia Council of 
Defense with authority to take 
charge of the administration and 
distribution of these commodities, 
when considered necessary by the 
governor, if a bill which is expected 
to be.introduced simultaneously in 
both houses today, is adopted. 

A bill has been drawn up in the 
attorney general's office, the request 
for the formulation of the measure 
growing out of a conference in Gov- 
ernor Dorsey's office Thursday. Sev- 
eral Atlanta citizens discussed with 
him the advisability of taking this 
step, and the result was a request 
that a bill be prepared by Attorney 


General Walker for approval by the 
governor. 

The proposed measure provides for 
a continuance of the appropriation 
heretofore made for the work of 


the council of defense, for a pernd 
of twelve months from the date of 
the ratification of the peace treaty 
by the senate. 

The council would be reorganizec. 
according to the bill, its membership 
including the governor, commis- 
sioner of commerce and iabor, state 
superintendent of schools, commis- 
sioner of agriculture and the adju- 
tant general, and twenty-four mem- 
bers appointed by the governor, two 
from each congressional district, ore 
of whom shall be a woman, 

Section 4 of the act as now out- 
blined, reads: “The council of de- 
fense is hereby expressly authorized, 
upon the issuance of a proclamation 
by the governor of this state that 
conditions exist making it necessary 
to take charge of all food and fuel 
and feedstuff, including coal, kero-

IN CONSTITUTION 


Senate Committee Adopts 
by Substitute Bill Call- 
ing for Convention Here 
During October. 


The constitutional amendments 
committee of the senate Thursday 
reported favorably by substitute a 
bill introduced by Senator -Fermor 
Barrett, of the thirty-first, calling 
for a convention to meet in Atlan- 
ta on the fourth Wednesday in We- 
tober, 1919, for the purpose of re- 
vising the constitution of the state. 
the substitute differs very slightly 
from Senator SBarrgtt’s original 
measure, 

Senator Barrett stated that the 
present constitution was drawn up 
in 1877 and is entirely inadequate 
to meet the present needs of the 
state. Fulton county is given 1! 
delegates to the convention. 

Substitute Favored, 

The substitute is as follows: 

To be entitled an act to provide for hold- 
ing a convention of the people of Georgia 
for the purpose of revising the constitution 
of the state. 

Section 1. The general assembly of the 


state of Georgia enacts: The governor is 
directed to issue his proclamation ordering 
an election to be held in each county of 
this state on the fourth Wednesday in Sep- 
teinber, 1919, for delegates to a convention 
of the people of Georgia, to convene at the 
capitol in the city of Atlanta in the hall of 
the house of representatives, on the fourth 
Wednesday in October, 1919, at 10 o'clock 
a. m., for the purpose of revising the con- 
stitution of the state of Georgia. 

Sec. 2. Said election shall be held under 
the rnles, regulations and laws provided for 
the election of members of the general as- 
sembly, and th ereturns of said election 
shall be in the same manner forwarded to 
the governor, and thé governor shall issue 
certificates of electicn to such persons chosen 
as delegates to said convention as evidence 
by the returns in accordance with this act. 

Sec. 3. Representation in said conven- 
tion shall be by counties and each county 
shall be entitled to at least one delegate. 


Number of Delegates. 


Sec. 4. Designating the number of dele- 
gates to which each county shall be entitled 


4 in said convention, according to the census 


estimate of 1917, one delegate for each 20,- 
of population or fraction of 20,000 ex- 
ceeding 50 per centum of 20,000. 

Sec. 5. Ip said election every person shall 
be entitled to vote who is qualified to vote 
for members of the general assembly under 
the present constitution and laws of this 
state, and any person who is entitled to vote 
in said electian shall be eligible as a dele- 
gate to said constitutional convention. 

Sec. 6. The constitution adopted by said 
convention shall be submitted to the people 
of rgia for ratification or rejection;

Of the Confederacy 
Displayed at Jacobs’

Incident to the drive for raising 
funds for entertaining the Confed- 
erate veterans this fall, an inter- 
esting collection of relics of the 
civil war is now on display in the 
front window of Jacobs pharmacy, 
6-8 Marietta street. 

These relics are attracting consid- 
erable attention, especially the old 
rifles, powder horns, lead bullets 
and cannon balls, for nearly every 
one is more or less familiar with 
the modern equipment of an army 
and can readily compare the prog- 
ress made in weapons of warfare 


during the past few decades. 
Included in the display are also 
some splendid steel engravings of 
Generals Robert E. Lee and Stone- 
wall (T. J.) Jackson, specimens oi 
Confederate currency, old Confeder< 
ate flags, and photographic itmpres- 
sions of historic papers. Among the 
latter is a paper of peculiar inter- 
est—-the last note of’ Stonewall Jack- 
son, written in the field the after- 
noon of the day on which he was 
mortally wounded. It is addressed 
to General Lee, and reads as fol- 


tows: 
“Near 3 P. M., May 2, 1863. 
General, 


The enemy has made a stand at 


‘Chancellor's, which is about 2 miles 


from Chancellorsville. I hope as 
soon as practicable to attack.

PUANCES WANTED 


Macon Food Supply 
In Just One Month 


With Rolling Stock Great- 
ly Reduced by Strike, 
Present Situation Is 
Alarming One.

Macon, Ga., August 7,.—(Special.) 
Should -the transportation system of 
the country become tied up as a re- 
sult of the strike of shopmen, Ma- 
con’s food supply will be exhausted 
within thirty days. Even with con- 
ditions as they are now, the situa- 
tion is said to have .serious aspects. 

The Central of Georgia railway 
has reduced its freight train serv- 
ice to one train a day on each 
division and freight locomotives are 
being pressed into service to pull 
passenger trains. Though the strike 
of the shopmen has been in effect 
only one week, the rolling stock of 
the roads centering in Macon is said 
to be in bad shape and the reduc- 
tion of equipment by breakdowns 
with no one to make repairs will 
in itself cause a complete tie-up 
within a short time. 

Daily meetings are now being 
held by the railroad shopmen at 
the new city auditorium. The meet- 
ings are behind closed doors and 
what transpires is being kept 
secret. C. L. Candler, general su- 
perintendent of the Central of Geor- 
gia railway, and W. H Fetner, 
superintendent of motive power of 
the same system, are here today in 
connection with the strike. Both 
declined to make any comment on 
the situation. 

Indications are some step will be 
taken locally within the next day or 
two to prevent the hoarding of food- 
stuffs. The high price of all kinds 
of foodstuffs, as well as rentals and 
other things which go into the liv- 
ing cost, are already making it al- 
most impossible for the _ poorer 
classes to obtain the actual neces- 
sities of life. There is some talk 
of an investigation by the munici- 
pal authorities, but just what pow- 
ers they would have in the premises 
has not been made clear, 


MACON TO FORCE 
COMPANY TO HEAT 
ALL TROLLEY CARS 


Macon, Ga., August 7.—(Special.) 
An ordinance will be offered at 
the meeting of city council next 
week which will require that the 
Macon Railway and Light company 
provide heat for its street cars this 
winter, Alderman J. C. Wyche is 
the father of the plan and he takes 
the position ther if street railway 
companies in other cities can af- 
ford to heat their cars during the 
cold months, the local company can 
do likewise. 

Heretofore the only heat any of 
the cars have had has been from a 
small oil heater, and some of the 
cars do not carry these, since the 
motormen have been accustomed to 
providing them only for their own 
comfort and not for the benefit of 
the public. 

Efforts heretofore to induee the 
company to heat their cars have 
not been successful, the company 
taking the position that the winter 
weather here is not severe enough 
to make heated cars a necessity.

It is seldom, if ever, 
that they can secure ice from the 
local factory, and much of that 
which has been used by them has 
been ordered from near-by cities by 
carload lots. The Brunswick Can- 
ning company, after going into the 
situation, decided that the best way 
to solve the trouble was to erect 
their own plant.

A WORTHY MEASURE. 


The anti-pistol bill, of which Rep- 
resentative Z. B. Rogers, of Elbert 
county, is the author, and which 
has been favorably reported by 
committee and is now pending be- 
fore the house, ought to pass both 
branches of the legislature and be- 
come law without a vote nor a 
voice in opposition. 

Briefly, it provides that all deal- 
ers in pistols and similar deadly 
weapons must be licensed by the 
state; that no such weapon shall 
be sold, traded nor given to any 
citizen who has not a permit issued 
by the ordinary, upon which permit 
shall be recorded the holder’s name, 
address, race and occupation; that 
before any such permit may be 
issued the ordinary must record all 
of the foregoing data with refer- 
ence to the applicant, together with 
a statement by him as to what he 
intends to do with the weapon; 
that whenever a weapon passes 
from the hands of authorized dealer 
to those of a licensed purchaser its 
description and number must be 
recorded for possible future police 
reference, and it authorizes sheriffs 
and other police authorities to seize 
and confiscate any weapon whose 
owner is found not to have com- 
plied with the law in acquiring pos- 
session of it. 

A similar bill has been introduced 
in the senate by Senator J. J. Flynt. 
The Flynt bill would make the vio- 
lation of the license regulations a 
misdemeanor, and exempts officers 
of the law, national guardsmen and 
students of military schools from 
compliance with its provisions. 

Such a law would stop the indis- 
criminate and promiscuous sale of

Citizens, white or black: it would 
prevent. the shipment of pistols into 
the state to anyone except persons 
legally authorized to receive and 
possess them; it would disarm 
hundreds—probably thousands—of 
pistol “toters” who are now walk- 
ing the streets and highways of 
Georgia,~ imperiling the lives of 
those who happen within bullet- 
range of them. | 

It would do all that if enforced! 

And surely, after the distressing 
experience of 80 many comniunities 
in Georgia in recent months and 
years, our peace authorities would 
welcome an opportunity to enforce 
such a law. 

These two bills are directed to a 

purpose that is progressive and in 
every respect commendavple. 
With such an able champion in 
each branch of the legislature as 
Mr. Rogers in the house and Se:a- 
tor Flynt in the senate, there is 
ample basis for hope that an effect- 
ive anti-pistol law will result from 
their combined efforts.

Editor Constitution: With refer- 
ence to Bishop Kilgo’s article on 
church union, there are a few salient 
facts that must not be overlooked in 
discussing this question; one of these 
is that this movement was initi- 
ated by the Southern Methodist gen- 
eral conference at Oklahoma City 
in 1914. 

As we began this movement we 
cannot ask the northern Methodist 
church to come to all of our ideas. 
We must make some concessions or 
be placed in a false attitude. 

It must be borne in mind by 
southern Methodists east of the Mis- 
sissippi river that conditions west 
of the Mississippi are entirely dif- 
ferent from ours. They are  de- 
manding unification, caring little 
about the negro question. We must 
listen to these western members of 
our church. 

As to the negro question, the 
question at issue is not whether the 
negro shall have full rights as mem- 
bers in the Unified church, but as 
to his representation in the general 
conference. The M. E. Church. 
South, has many negroes in it to- 
day enjoying full membership 
rights. We have a mission in the 
heart of the Congo. Also in Brazil 
there are many negroes belonging 
to our church, all having full rights 
as members. It is very probable 
that the next general conference of 
our church will have as delegates 
from the mission fields one or more 
negroes, 

A plan no doubt can be worked 
out that will limit the number ot 
negro delegates in the general con- 
ference of the Unified church that 
will protect the rights of the minor- 
ity, or southern: members. 

This is a day when historical as 
sociations count for but little. For- 
ward-looking men have not time to 
think of the past, for the need of the 
hour 1s so vital and the problems 
are so real that past history means 
but little. Emory college was mov- 
ed to Atlanta for the good of south- 
ern Methodism though historical as- 
sociations said let it remain in Ox- 
ford. The league of nations means 
the breaking away from the past 
by our country that the whole 
world nitay be benefited. For the 
good of the world and for world- 
wide Methodism unification is to be 
desired by all forward-looking men.

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It now seems assured that the 
assembly will launch a comprehen- 
sive state-wide road building pro- 
gram in Georgia; and if it had done 
nothing more this session would 


stand &s a monument to progres-/ 


siveness. 

But the fact is the sum total of 
1919 legislation is going to be re- 
markable in the volume and wide- 
spread importance of constructive 
measures. : 

There are five more days yet, and 
with two and three sessions a day 
there will be little or no excuse for 
any of the unfinished matters to be 
caught and sacrificed in a closing 
congestion. 

The action of the house yesterday 
in passing the motor tax road meas- 
ure, the second of the highway 
series, finishes for that body all that 
is expected of at this session 
possibly on on the road program, 
The two constitutional bills can 
safely be carried to next session 
without any loss of time or delay 
in enforcement. They cannot go be- 
fore the people for ratification be- 
fore the November election of 1920. 


The two bills that, combined, re- 
orgenize the state highway commis- 
sion and provide a state aid fund 
to measure up with and abet the 
state in the employment of the fed- 
eral aid toward a through-state 
system are now squarely up to the 
senate; and they hold the floor in 
that body today. 


Senate Acted Wisely 
In Thursday’s Vote. 


The senate acted wisely yester- 
-day in defeating the proposed 
amendment of Senator Flynt to have 
the commission composed of 13 
members instead of three, as passed 
by the house. The Constitution has 
argued this matter several times be- 
fore and it is unnecessary to go 
again into the many good and, in- 
deed, unanswerable reasons’ why a 
small, cohesive, expert and working 
commission, composed of three men 
from the three general sections of 
Georgia, is infinitely better than an 
unwieldly, strife-engendering body 
of 12 or more, whose individual in- 
terests would thus become so |loca)- 
ized, perhaps, as well as wrapped 
in politics, as to defeat the very 
purposes for which this entire pro- 
gram of state-wide road legislation 
is intended. 

To be frank, one of the good rea- 
sons for reorganizing the present 
highway commission was to divorce 
it from politics, a condition that 
would always have existed so iong 
as entwined around the entire pris- 
on commission of Georgia. 

And this is said without the slight- 
est reflection upon thé very able 
and conscientious members of the 
state prison commission, By the na- 
ture of things it has necessarily 
been in politics, with a large high- 
Way commission built up around a 
nucleus commission whose interests 
were not officially centered in state 
road building, certainly from the 
standpoifit of expert knowledge and 
cohesive ‘action. 

The best state highway commis- 
sions in America—best as measured 
by results actually accomplished 


—are commissions of from one to 
three experts in road _ building, 
whose whole time and energy and 
every thought and study are given 
to the one great basic undertaking, 
the building of a system of state- 
wide highways; rather than com- 
missions of ten or twelve or more 
politicians, or would-be politicians, 
or district representatives, whose 
ideas may be assumed to concen- 
trate around the individual require- 
ments of respective sections. 

The results of the labors of such 
commissions, wherever tried, have 
been found wantonly lacking in 
real, constructive accomplishments. 

It sounds well, for the political 
cry of “representation,” to urge a 
large commission; and I am frank 
to say that that is the usual mo- 
tive behind the legislator who is 
clamoring for a, big commission. 

lt is fer political capital, pure 
and simple; and not one of them 
can conscientiously deny it. 

But, gentlemen— 

This is a businéss matter and 
not a political matter. A great 
issue that means more to Géorgia 
from a material standpoint than 
anything that has been suggested 
in a quarter of a century. is too im- 
portant—a thousand times too im-

House Committee Majority 


.Favors College Control. 


A most extraordinary condition | 


has arisen with regard to the ad- 
verse report of the house agricultu- 


ral committee No. 2 on the bill to 
place the Coastal Plains experiment 
station at Tifton under the control 
of the State College of Agriculture. 

It will be recalled that after a 
stormy hearing on Tuesday after- 
noon the vote on the measure stood 
14 “for” and 15 “against.” there be- 
ing 30 members of the committee of 
50 present, including the chairman. 
The one-vote majority therefore re- 
fused the proposition. 


It now develops that a minority 
report has been prepared, and signed 
not only by the original 14 who 


voted for the ‘proposition, but also| 


by one of the 15 majority: that is 
by one of the members who was 
present in the committee and voted 
in the negative, thus creating an 
unfavorable report. Therefore by a 
Signed statement the minority re- 
port becomes in actuality the ma- 
jority report, which is favorable to 
the college control. 

In addition to this, however, 13 
of the members of the committee 
who were absent at Tuesday’s hear- 
ing have signed this college control 
report, which gives it a total com- 
mittee-signature strength of 28 
members, or a ciean majority of the 
entire enrolled membership of the 
committee. 

This is a most remarkable situa- 
ttion—almost unprecedented in leg- 
islative history—and whiie it is not 


altogether assured that the measure 
can be thrashed out on the floor at

this late hour of the session, it is} 


interesting to know just what the 
status is, as the question of college 
control for this station at least is 
to become one of the paramount is- 
sues at the 1920 session, with the 
college control faction riding in the 
saddle.

“2. Georgia is the only state, as 
appears from the reports of the sec- 
retary of agriculture, where experi- 
ment station work at the .present 
time is not conducted in close co- 
operation with the College of Agri- 
culture.

It is of 
Vital importance, therefore, that the 
Coastal Plains experiment station 
should be started under college 
management. This is particularly 
true because of the fact that under 
State college direction valuable ex- 
periments in permanent pastures 
have been instituted in approximate- 
ly tifty south Georgia counties. 

“4. Hon, Hugh M. Dorsey, gover- 
nor of Georgia, strongly endorses 
college management of experiment 
stations, stating that any other man- 
agement is ‘ridiculous and absurd.’ 

“Hon. H. H. Tift, president of the 
board of trustees of the Coastal 
Piains experiment station, who at 
first hesitated to see the manage- 
ment of this station pass out from 
the control of its present loca 
board, stated in a telegram on Au- 
gust 5, for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of this committee: ‘I have 
satisfactory assurance that Tifton 
station under college control will 


be managed by executive committee /

How Lumber Shortage 
Affects High Prices. 


With the cry about the high cost 


of living sweeping the country 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president of: 


the American Forestry association, 
is quoted as saying that as far as 
the lumber end of high prices are 
concerned they pre nothing to what 
they will be within the next few 
years, due to the lack of a national 
forest policy in this country. He 
advised any one planning to build 
a home to build now. 


The lumber industry is affected 


in one way or another by the sale 
of almost everything one might 
mention. This newspaper you are 
reading, Mr. Pack said, is printed 
on paper that has gone away up in 
price. The wood for your berry 
boxes has done the same _ thing. 
Your broom handles cost mere. Ev- 
erything made of wood is going up. 
There 1s a significant call on the 
front page of the American For- 
estry Magazine, out this week, for 
a national forest policy. This says: 
“What Shall We Do About Itt” 

“The original forest area of 
the United States was eight 
hundred and fifty million 
. acres. 

“There now remains in vir- 
-gin timber about two hundred 
and thirty million acres, or 
one-fourth of the original. 

“Our. total present acreage 
of forest and cut over lands is 
about five hundred million 
acres. 

“One hundred million acres 
of this i8 waste land which 
produces nothing and one hun- 
dred and eighty million acres 
more contain more or less sec- 


of this second growth timber 

is inferior in quality. 

“The new growth of timber is 
not more than one-third of the 
amount which is being used or 
destroyed every year.” 

It is just as President Pack ex- 
pressed it: 

“We have reached the ‘peak’ of 
the lumber producing business in 
this country. The lumber busi- 
ness is the third largest industry. 
‘I thought the war would bring 
us up short as to where we stood. 
Now I know the war combined 
with the high cost of living will. 


The American Forestry association 
is collecting expert opinion as to, 


what should be embodied in a na- 
tional forest policy.” 

The plain fact is this— 

In a few years we will be hard 


put to it to meet any kind of a 
lumber producing program. With- 
out adequate lumber supplies we 
would be frightfully handicapped 
in the event of another war. The 
war showed us something in re- 
gard to wood. If you do not be- 
lieve it ask any one in authority 
in the United States army. We 
hear much about an aviation pro- 
gram and about how many aero- 
pianes we did or did not have in 
France. 

i venture the statement we had 
all they could find the right wood 


for. 
National preblems aside, wood 


is the basic cause or one of them, 
for the high cost of living. You 
ean scarcely name anything in 
which wood does not figure in one 
way or another. Paper has soar- 
ed in price and the pulp work in- 
dustry is now chiefly in Canada, 
The center of our own lumber in- 
dustry is fast ecg to the Pacific 
coast. That means long hauls and 
freight for building material. We 
must have a national forest policy, 
one that will intelligently bring 
about a replenishing in our forests 
and a better protection for those

This bill, therefore, is considered 
of far more advantage to the ex- 
soldiers and sailors and at the same 
time it is legislation of a highly 
constructive nature—development of 
the country, without regard to sec- 
tions, being one of the paramount 
advantages. 

Georgia is deeply interested in 
this bill. The legislature has me- 
morialized congress to pass it. It 
is the plan of Secretary Lane, of 
the Wilson cabinet, but it carries 
the name of the republican majority 
leader, and, therefore, will be capi- 
talized in the next campaign as a 
republican measure.

THE FOOLISH WAY WITH TRC. 

From the inquiries I receive from 
readers who discover they have 
tuberculosis it seems clear that the 
average victim of the disease is not 
only unfortunate but unsophisticat- 
ed. Ready to believe the fairy tales 
any idle bystander cares to unfold. 
Ready to go anywhere chasing the 
will-o’-the wisp, but never catching 
it. Ready to take a chance with any 
remedy or treatment purporting to 
be good for tuberculosis. Ready to 
risk life itself on the flimsiest kind 
of advice. It seems that évery new 
victim of tuberculosis must travel 
for himself the unhappy road travel- 
ed by so many other unsophisticated 
subjects of the disease before him. 
Is there something about the dis- 
ease that makes the victim unduly 
reckless or adventurous? It would 
seem 80. 

Long experience has demonstrated 
that there is no remedy which can 
be termed beneficial for tuberculo- 
sis, revardless of individual ¢circum- 
stances. Experience has shown 
that the best chance of ultimate re- 
covery is secured by the patient who 
places himself under the direction 
and care of a reputable physician and 


refuses to be advised by anyone els¢, 

It is hard to understand why the 
lighting up of tuberculosis in a 
given individual should confer on 
that individual the wisdom and 
knowledge and experience necessary 
to judge what treatment would be 
advisable under the particular cir- 
cumstances. Yet a surprisingly large 
share of the victims of the disease 
seem to feel quite competent to as- 
sume that great responsibility. One

Higher Premium Tax on 


Insurance, Companies | 


Provided in Amend- 
ments to General Tax 
Act. 


During the session of the house 
this morning Mr. Arnold of Clay will 
call up for passage the bill contain- 
ing the amendments to the general 
tax act, the representative having 
given notice to the speaker yester- 
day of his intention to do so. The 
bill was reported from the ways and 
means committee, of which Mr. 
Arnold is chairman, Thursday, and, 
when called up by him, it takes 
presonenes over all other legisla- 

on. 

As usual the committee has gone 
through the tax act with a drag- 
net in a search for some overlooked 
means, of adding to the state’s reve- 
hue, and it is now the belief of the 
chairman that, if the 
measure passes as the committee 
has prepared it, some $400,000 ad- 
ditional will have been found to 
meet the already overdrawn Dills 
of the state. 

By far the most important item 
in the measure, both as to the reve- 
nue to be raised and the interests 
involved, is that which doubles the 
premium tax paid by insurance COMr 
panies. This is now one per cent 
on the gross “premiums, and the 
committee proposes to double it, 
making it two per cent. 

Revenue increasing. 

The revenue from this source, 
according to the report of the comp- 
troller general, has been increasing 
annually, having been $220,000 for 
1917 and $269,000 for 1918. At this 
rate of increase Mr. Arnold believes 
that doubling the tax will add 
$285,000 to the revenue of the state. 
Incidentally, it should be said that 
the committee, in doubling the tax 
on insurance companies, has also 
prohibited municipalities from lay- 
ing a tax on insurance premiums.

For Fire Companies. 


Speaking for the fire companies, 
Mr. Prescott said that, owing to un- 
usually extensive conflagrations, 
the companies had suffered a net 
loss in Georgia during the past five 
years, having paid out $105 #£=for 
every $100 taken in. In 37 years, 
*the net profits of fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in Georgia 
had been only 6-10 of one per cent. 
He hoped that the committee would 
not do anything that would add 
further to the'bad name of the state 
with the fire insurance companies. 

Insurance men declared that they 
would not object to having their 
state tax doubled, provided that they 
were given assurance that they be 
relieved of all municipal taxes. They 
felt certain, they said, that the cities 
would find a way through increased 
occupational taxes to recoup them- 
selves for the loss of the right to 
tax premiums. 

The committee, after a careful 
study of the insurance laws of other 
states, decided that the law of Geor- 
gia would not be unduly burdensome 
if the premium taxes were doubled, 
and so let the amendment stand.

_ According. to a contract recently made with the late Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, president of the Georgia Federation of Women’s clubs, 
the club women of Georgia will be beneficiaries of the movie which is 
being shown by the Southern Bell Telephone company in the interest 
of public health conditions in the malarial districts-of Georgia and the 
development of waste lands by returning soldiers, under the recon- 
struction work of the war department. 

Mrs. Black was deeply interested in these two measures and at- 
tended a rally recently held in the interest of public health and recon- 
struction work. She spoke at the rally, her address being. one of the 
features of the meeting. Judge Price Gilbert was another speaker on 
the program, and W. J. Blalock, chairman of the Atlanta Clearing- 
10use association. 

During the rally pictures were taken, not only showing the work 
of irrigation and improvement in malarial and swamp districts and 
land being plowed by tractors after the stumps had been dynamited 
according to the latest systems, but showing also the speakers in char- 
acteristic attitude. Among these is a group of pictures showing Mrs. 
Black as she addressed the rally, as she talked with Judge Gilbert, and 
later as she appeared in the center of a group of children. 

Mrs. Black became impressed with the significance of the move- 
ment, and believed that the club women of the state could be directly 
instrumental in aiding in the movement, especially if the movie illus- 
trations could be put on in the: smaller towns and rural districts of 
Georgia. The club women would furnish the publicity, she thought, 
while the movies would dramatically tell the story of that phase of 
reconstruction. 

The club women are to receive for their educational work a part 
of the receipts of the movie, wherever it is shown. This is made 
possible through the courtesy of the S. A. Lynch Film company. 

The pictures were shown in Atlanta for the first time yesterday in 
the Tudor theater, when hundreds of people were interested spectators.

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Vocation Board 


: Soldiers Claim 
They Have Been Made 
to Suffer Untold Delay, 
Injustice and Actual 
Hardship. 


Philadelphia, August 7.—Hundreds 
of war cripples throughout the 
‘country ar eregistering serious com- 
plaints against the ineffectual re- 
sults obtained by the federal board 
for vocational education, the gov- 
ernment agency charged by congress 
with the responsibility of retrain- 
ing disabled soldiers for lives of 
usefulness, according to a state- 
ment issued today b ythe Associa- 
tion for Disabled Soldiers, Sailors 
and Marines. Cases of wounded sol- 
diers who Have been made to suf- 
fer untold delay, injustice and ag¢- 
tual hardship because of the faulty 
administration of the federal board, 
are said to have come to the at- 
tention of the association, which 
is an organization of over five thou- 
sand disabled ex-service men. The 
association’s statement follows in 
part: 

“According to a report of the fed- 
eral board uder date of June 21, 
1919, only eleven men have been 
placed in remunerative employment 
after completing courses of train- 
ing. 

“Hundreds of men have complain- 
e dthat they were compelled to wait 
from six weeks to six months with- 
out pay and forced to depend on 
the help of friends or charity before 
their cases weer finally acted upon 
by the board. ~ ° 

“It has recently come to the at- 
tention of the association that the 
federal board has issued to its four- 
teen district vocational officers an 
order that precedence be given to 
cases of seriously disabled men 
over those with minor injuries. Such 
a ruling is resented by the thou- 
sands of soldiers who have suf- 
fered less conspicuous disabilities 
but who nevertheless are prevented 
from returning to their old jobs 
and who need re-training just as 
much as the ‘men who have given 
an arm or-a leg in battle. 

“Another grievance of the asso- 
ciation is that it has not learned of 
a single disabled soldier among the 


1,600-odd employees of the federal 
board. Australia points proudly to 


its department of repatriation, 
which has 90 per cent of returned 
disabled soldiers in its employ.” 


Decatur Man Works 
Building Wonders; 
Makes Farm Record 


Decatur, Ga., August 7—(Special.) 
Let those who complain of labor 
conditions consider the example of 
Mr. W.-H. Rusk, the Decatur con- 
tractor, who, when he finds la- 
bor not to be had, builds houses all 
by himself. Mr. Rusk,first found 
he could do that in 1900, when he

Cut in Taxes Asked. 


President Wilson is requested in 
a joint resolution introduced today 
by Chairman Campbell, of .the rules 
committee, and Senator McCormick, 
republican, of Illinois, to submit not 
later than December 1, such reduc- 
tions in estimates of government 
expenditures as will permit an an- 
nual reduction of one billion dollars 
in taxation next year. 

Another resolution introduced in 
the senate by Senator Myers, demo- 
crat, of Montana, relating to the 
high cost of ‘living, asked the sen- 
ate judiciary committee to report 
whether legislation to prohibit ex- 
ports, for a limited time, at least, of 
foods, clothing and other necessi- 
thes. would be advisable.

“I am perfectly willing to submit 
the entire proposition to them and 
am not fearful as to results when 
the full story is known.”

It seems assured the gov- 
ernment will charge the packers 
with being an illegal trust on the 
ground that they control the buying 
of cattle. Whether there will be 
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the prices paid to producers. 
§ Centro] Live Steck Markets. 
Twelve .principal live stock mar- 
kets, the ernment’s evidence is 
} Said to indicate, are covered by the 
packers’ division of purchase ar- 
rangement. While fluctuations are 
shown in the individual markets, 
indicating competition in buying. 
the government's experts have re- 
ported that a consideration of the 
dealings for a year shows each of 
the five big packers has received 
the percentage of supply, which the 
federal trade commission charges 
them with agreeing upon. 


as a fact, Attorney General Palmer 
is expected to rely tn the main to 
prove the contention that the “big 
five” maintain an asreement which 
dominates the purchase of cattle. - 

While the attorney general is pre- 
paring his case, special agents of 
the department of justice will con- 
tinue their hunt for profiteers and 
hoarders..

It 
is freely predicted in Washington 
tonight that unless the president 
brings himself to a frame of mind 
to accept in the very near future 
a series of satisfactory reservations, 
the treaty may eventually fail of 
ratification. 
Wilson-Lansing Conflict. 

In the fifth place the president 
today is in sharp conflict with his 
secretary of state, Mr. Lansing, as to 
the Shantung arrangement effected 
at Paris. Virtually every republic- 
an and democratic senator who has 
discussed the matter with the presi- 
dent has quoted him as saying it 
was absolutely necessary to turn the 
German rights in China over to Ja- 
pan to induce Japan to sign the 
treaty and to come into the league 


of nations. Mr. Lansing stated to 
the senate committee on foreign reg 
lations that he new little or noth- 
ing about the league of nations, 
but he was convinced Japan would 
have signed the treaty if Shantung 
had been denied to her. China also 
would have signed, he said, and the 
treaty would have gained a signa- 
tory power instead of losing one, 

The placing of entire responsibili- 
ty on President Wilson for the Shan- 
tung decision by Mr. Lanstng, and 
the secretary’s further testimony 
indicating that Mr. Wilson was vir- 
tually the entire American dele- 
gation in himself, have tended to 
stiffen the opposition to the treaty, 
and to make the course of its friends 
the harder. ; 

In addition to all these worries, 
the president finds all of Europe 
looking at him and anxiously await- 
ing for him to make good some of 
his acts and promises in Paris. The 
French are particularly scrutinizing 
his course with respect to the spe- 
cial alliance, or defensive treaty, 
which he signed at Versailles, prom- 
ising the immediate aid of this coun- 
try in the event of an unprovoked 
attack by Germany. 


Trip to Coast Abandoned. 


Lastly, it is generally understood 
the president's trip to the Pacific 
coast has been definitely abandoned. 
Later in the fall, if tranquility 
should come to the perturbed peo- 
ple of the country, the president 
may make the proposed journey 
which he had intended should be 
an accounting to the people of his 
stewardship of America’s interests 
at the peace conference, ‘ 

But with strikes impending, with 
open declarations of industrial war, 
and prediction of revolution by the 
representatives of organized labor, 
President Wilson finds he will have 
to remain in Washington for some 
time to come. 

What Mr. Lansing indicated as to 
the dominance of Mr. Wilson over 
his associates of the American dele- 
gation in Paris, holds absolutely 
true of his sway over the adminis- 
tration in Washington. When the 
president is here, the administration 
does not function. All of which sim- 
ply means that the president is the 
administration. He knows that any 
shortcomings of the administration 
will not be charged up to any mem- 
ber or near-member of the cabinet, 
but to himself. That is why he will 
ask congress tomorrow for new leg- 
islation and for new authority. The 
president will not admit that while 
he was in Europe authority reposea 
in him and in his administration to 
meet the living problems which have 
confronted him so suddenly and have 
caused such a commotion in Wash- 
ington. 


Wilson Thought “Lehgue” Held 
Stage. % 
Observers in the United States 
may have known the crisis was com- 
ing, but it is said of the president 
that when he returned from Europe 
he thought that the league of na- 
tions was the sole topic of discus- 
sion in this happy. and contented 
country. He knew there wag labor 
“unrest” in the world at large, and 
that there were peoples in Europe 
crying with hunger for the want 
of food. He was not apprised of 
the widespread unrest right here in 
the United States and of the hunger 
for the want of money to buy food 
at the prevailing market prices. 
Washington was in the doldrums 
ten days ago. The house of repre- 
sentatives was getting ready for a 
thirty days’ trip across the conti- 
nent. The senate was debating 
whether it should remain in Wash- 
ington and dawdle its time away in 
desultory discussion of the league 
of nations or go home, too, for a 
long summer’s rest. The skies were 
blue overhead, the city sun was 
hot, and the call of the country 
seemed to be upon the capital. 
Then Mr. Homer 58. Cummings, 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, came to Washington, He 
told the president a few plain truths, 
He said the people at large were 
generally in favor of a league of 
nations, but were not talking much 
about it They were genuinely 
alarmed at the high cost of living 
and the high cost of government 
taxation. They wanted both to come

‘ABOUT HUNGARY 


Withdrawal of Severe 
Terms Presented to 

Hungary Is Demanded. 

* Hoover Stops Food Ship- 
ments to Hungary. 


London, August 7.—A dispatch 
from Vienna by way of Copenha- 
gen to the Exchange Telegraph 
company says that the United States 
has sent an ultimatum to Rumania 
demanding wtihdrawal of the severe 
armistice terms presented to Hun- 
gary, on pain of a cessation of the 
shipment of food to Rumania. 


Paris, August 7.—Herbert Hoover, 


jhead of the inter-allied relief com- 


mission, has stopped all relief sup- 
plies on their way to Budapest, tak- 
ing the position that he would be 
unwarranted in letting supplies 
reach Hungary while the Rumanians 
are now depriving the people of 
foodstuffs, 

Members of the American peace 
delegation said this evening that 
there are no American troops. now 
in Budapest, and that none will be 
sent there. It was added that the 
only Americans in the Hungarian 
capital are officers ang possibly a 
few soldiers engaged in relief work. 

The supreme council has sent a 
note to the Rumanian authoritics 
begging them-to conform to the con- 
ditions of the entente and not to 
embarrass by previous decisions the 
work of the inter-allied investigat- 
ing committee sent to Budapest. 

Archduke Joseph in Control. 

Paris, August 7.—The peace con- 
ference was advised today that the 
Hungarian cabinet headed by Jules 
Peidll, had .been overthrown and 
that Archduke Joseph had estab- 
lished a ministry in Budapest. 

Advices to the conference stated 
that Rumanian forces had crossed 
the Danube into the business sta- 
tion of Budapest and were seizing 
supplies preparing to ship them to 


Rumania. 


The messages to the conference 
regarding the cabinet stated that at 
6:30 p. m. yesterday the members of 
the social democrctic -government, 
while they were in session at the 


national nalace, were arrested by 
Hungarian police. The coup d'etat 
was carried out without disorder. 
An official statement regarding 
the change in the government of 
Hungary was made by the French 
government this afternoon. The 
statement reads: 
“Hungarian gendarmes surround- 
ed the palace in Budapest and ar- 
rested the government at 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening. Archduke Jo- 
seph assumed power with the title 
of governor of the state, and an- 
nounced he would organize a coa- 
lition cabinet.” 
It is declared in the Budapest ad- 
vices that the Ridmanian genera] in 
command had refused to permit the 
publication in the Rumanian press 
of. Premier Clemenceau’s telegram 
of August 5 to the Hungarian gov- 
ernment. . 
(No previous mention of this tele- 
gram has been made in dispatches 
received in this country.)

Whereas, The government is now en- 
gaged in the vitally important task of 
making a treaty which will be of werld- 
wide importance not only to this country 
but to all the nations of the earth; and 

Whereas, Calmness of thought and sturdi- 
n of purpose are essential to the correct 
adjustinent of the rélations of this country 
to the other countries of the world; and 

Whereas, Open threats of industrial war 
have been made and strikes which affect the 
welfare of the country are at hand, and 
other strikes of nation-wide proportion are 
threatened, which condition. is inconsistent 
with the sober fitting of the relations of 
the peoples of this country to each other, 
and with that calm judgment which this 
country must show in dealing with the other 
countries of the world; 

Whereas, The railroad employees who are 
how actually on strike were in the service 
of the government, and their action in 
breaking down the transportation system o, 
the nation is a disservice to the country at 
the time when it most needs the support 
of ali patriotic citizens; 

Urge Men to Resume Work. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, by the Atlanta / 
Chainber of Commerce, That the president 
of the United States be, and he is hereby 
requested to call upon those employees to 
return to the patriotic service of the coun- 
try by resuming the duties which they have 
left off. 

Be it further Resolved, That the gover- 
nor of this. state and others in authority be 
and thcy are bereby requested to take tm- 
mediate steps to protect the lives and 
property of our citizens against the food and 
fuel shotage which must inevitably follow 
the pro strike and suspension of trans- 
portation. 

Be it further Resolved, That copies of 
these resolutions be sent to the president 
of the United States, to the governor of 
Georgia, to the legislature of Georgia now 
assembiced, to the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta and to the press. 


Powers Given Governor, 


The next to the last paragraph 
has reference to the powers and 
authority delegated to the governor 
of the state in a bill to be presented 
simultaneously in both branches of 
the general assembly today, the 
final framing of which was the work 
of Attorney General Walker. In 
case of the very worst in the way 
of a food crisis, the state council 
of national defense is perpetuated 
for one year after the ratification of 
peace, and this body under the di- 
rection of the governor would have 
entire control of food. in the state 
to the same unlimited extent as the 
federal government during the 
stress of war. 

As a result of the discussions 
Thursday, it became known that in 
government warehouses here at At- 
lanta $12,000,000 worth of food is 
stored. In the event of the passage 
of this bill for the retention of the 
defense council, it is probable that 
part of these foodstuffs could be 
purchased and distributed under the 
council’s direction.

Situation Worse. ; 
With facts pointing to the con- 
clusion that striking shopmen and 
the railroad heads are a8 far as ever 


from a reconciliation, announce- 
ment is made from the regional di- 


rector’s office that matters are 
steadily growing worse on the 


transportation systems involved, 
and the general embargo, that will 
completely tie up freight transpor- 
tation .in’ the ‘southeastern states 
is momentarily expected. 
Following the announcement on 
Thursday morning that @ general 
embargo is likely to fall upon the 
southeastern territory, to which 
Atlanta is the principal gateway, 
and that Atlanta and the country 
contiguous to this city face the 
danger of a shortage of life’s ne- 
cessities, the city government and 
the leading civic bodies were stim- 
ulated into prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion. designing plans for the pro- 
tection of the people's food supply 
and the conservation of gasoline. 


Supply for Two Weeks. 


Investigation during the day de- 
veloped that so far as a general 
line of groceries is concerned, At- 
lanta has a supply that will last 
nearly two weeks, allowing for a 
shortage of sugar, ‘flour and cof- 
fee, and with the stock ef food 
amounting to something like $12,- 
000,000, that is held by the govern~- 
ment in the Candler warehouse as 
a supply to fall back upon, there 
seems little danger that this city 
will suffer, even though the strike 
should last for several weeks. 

Other cities and towns in the 
southeast. and many of those with- 
in close proximity to Atlanta, are 
not so fortunately situated with 
reference to a big government 
warehouse stocked with provisions, 
and as the transportation lines 
break down it is considered certain 
that stringent privations, if not ac- 
tual want, will be experienced in 
other sections of the southern 
states. . 

With the possibility of maintain- 
ing a transportation system by ' 
means of automobile trucks, by 
which food can be distributed over 
the city, and possibly to other cities 
and towns within the vicinity of 
Atlanta, Mayor Key has issued an 
order virtually commandeering the 
upply of gasoline. 

. i sition has been established in 
the tax collector’s office of the city 
hall, which will be in charge of 
Ben Carlton, secretary of the Atlan- 
ta fire department, who will have 
with him a clerk from each of the 
wholesale oi] companies of Atlanta, 
and permits will be issued to those 
who have the right, under the or- 
der of Mayor Key, to purchase gas- 
oline. 

Issuance of Permits. 


Mr. Carlton will begin the issu- 
ance of permits this morning at s 
o’clock, and the following will be 
entitled to receive them: City, 
county, state and government de- 
partments, public utilities, physi- 
cians, hospitals, undertakers, com- 
mercial trucks, engaged in strictly 
commercial business, and automo- 
biles engaged in the transportation 
of passengers. All private owners 
and business automobiles’ wil] be 
excluded for the present. It is un- 
derstood. however, that Mayor Key 
will modify the above order as the 
situation justifies, taking in those 
businesses that are vital. 

Before issuing the order with ref- 
erence to the gasoline supply, May- 
or Key conferred with representa- 
tives of the Standard Oil company, 
the Texas company, the Woco Oil 
company and the Reed Oil company, 
all of which are large local han- 
diers of automobile fuel. The sup- 
ply of gasoline on hand, as indi- 
cated by the above companies, will 
not run the city for more than two 
weeks, and Mayor Key, in taking 
over the control of the fuel, ex- 
pressed his belief that the patri- 
otic citizens of the city, as well 
as the oil retailers, will enter into 
the consérvation and control plan 
with a spirit of co-operation. 

Mayor Key’s Order 

The order, as issued by Mayor 
Key, with reference to gasoline, and 
as agreed upon by the big oil com- 
panies, is as follows: 

We are facing a shortage in gasoline. At 
the present time it is impossible to forecast 
just when relief can be expected. There are 
many uses of gasoline which are imperative, 
and uses that are less so. The less impera- 
tive uses of gasoline must yield to the public 
necessities. : 

Being confronted as we are with this 
@treas of circumstances, it becomes necessary 
toa place the community on a ration basis 
in the use of gasoline, Until the present 
condition is relieved, you are hereby ordered 
to sell gasoline only for the following pur- 
poses, and to the following classes of users: 

1. Departments of the city of Atlanta. 

2. Departments of the county of Fulton, 

3. Departments of the state of Georgia. 

4. Departments of the United States gov- 


ernment. 

5. Public utilities. ‘ 

6. Physicians. 

7. Hospitals. 

8. Undertakers. 

9. Owners of commercial trucks engaged 
strictly in commercial business. 

10. Owners of motor vehicles in the regu- 
lar business of transporting passengers. 

All other persons and businesses are pro- 
hibited for the present, unless released by 
special order applicable to some particular 


class. 

There. will be provided and installed In the 
city hall at the earliest possible moment 
a gasoline administrator who will issue per- 
mits to persons anthorized under this order 
to buy gasoliné, and the dealers are prohibit- 
ed from selling to any person excert to those 
who present permits.. Holders of permits 
shall be allowed to fill the.tank on the car 
sperified in the written permit. 

The wholesale dealers in gasoline are 
directed to see, as far as possible, that re- 
tailers to whom thev sell carry out this 
order, and if it is diaclosed that retailers 
refuse to cnrry ont thia order the wholesalers 
will be ordered to refuse to sell to such re-

A special meeting of coun- 
cil will be held this afternoon at 
which time the city fathers will be 
asked to provide $50,000 for the pur- 
chase of this food. t is expected 
that this request will be readily 
granted by the city council in view 
of the crisis that confronts the city.

Statement From Director. 


A statement given out Thursday 
from the office of the regional direc- 
tor’s office, which makes clear the 
position of the administration on the 

uestion of granting the demands 
or increased pay to the shopmen, 
is ds follows: | 

Many people have not had an opportunity 

to read the letter written on July 30 
by the director general of railroads to the 
president, submitting the situation resulting 
from the demands of railroad employees for 
further increases in wages. In view of the 
situation which the country now faces, the 
special attention of the public is called to 
the following paragraphs from that letter: . 

‘We have receftved the most positive as- 
surances that any general increases to shop 
employees will result in demands for cor- 
responding increases to every other class 
of railroad employees. The situation, there- 
fore, cannot be viewed except as a whole for 
the entire two million railroad employees. 
Viewing it as a whole, every increase of 1 
cent per hour means an increase of $50,000.- 
000 per year in operating expenses for 
straight time, with a substantial addition for 
necessary overtime. An increase of 12 cents 
per hour as asked for by the shop employees 
would, if applied to all employees, mean 
(including necessary overtime) an increase 
of probably $800,000,000 per year in oper- 
ating expenses. 

‘‘The government is already incurring a 
deficit at the rate of several hundred million 
dollars per year in operating the railroads, 
because the increase in transportation rates 
has been proportionately less than the in- 
creases in wages already granted and the 
increases in prices which have taken place. 
Therefore. there is no fund whatever out of 
which additional wages can be paid, so that 
additional wages cannot be paid unless new 
revenues are produced through an increase 
in transportation rates, and any immediate 
payment of additional wages would necessi- 
tate for several months an appropriation by 
congress out of the treasury because substan- 
tial increases in rates could not be made 
immediately effective.”’

FUTURE IN GEORGIA 


A telegram received Thursday by 
Governor Dorsey seems to dissi- 
pate the - possibility of a sugar 
shortage within the near future. 
According to this message, which 
comes from the Louisiana sugar 
committee, fifteen carloads of sugar 
have been secured through the U. 8. 
equalization board and will be sent 
f. o. b. New Orleans for $8.82 net 
cost per 100 pounds, 

The wire is as follows: 

“Governor of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 

“The government, through the United 
States equalization board, has placed in our 
hands for distribution fifteen cars of stand- 
ard, fine granulated sugar, approximately 
1,500 barrels, price $8.28 net, cash, per 100 
pounds, f.o.b. New Orleans. Equalization 
board suggests this sugar be placed at points 
where it is most needed for fruit preserving 
purposes. We have decided to distributed 
there fifteen cars, allotting one car to each 
of fifteen states in this territory and we 
ask you.to designate the city or town in 
your state which is most in need of the sugar 
and instruct the mayor of such town that we 
will ship him the car for distribution upon 
your. suggestion and his confirmation with 
sight draft. bill of lading attached. Wire 
prompt answer designating town and have 
mavor confirm.
